Mr.  Chairman,  Madam,  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  my  interim  Report 
on  the  Health  and  Sanitary  Administration  of  Oswaldtwistle  for 
the  year  ending  December  31st >  1939*  The  Report  has  been 
drawn  up  in  accordance  with  Circular  2067  issued  by  the 
Ministry  of  Health,  July,  1940,  which  suggests  that  Annual 
Reports  should  be  curtailed  during  the  period  of  V/ar,  and 
that  records  should  be  kept  so  that  at  the  termination  of 
the  War  a  full  report  can  be  given  from  the  beginning  of 
1939  to  the  end  of  the  last  complete  year,  giving  separate 
statistics  for  each  year. 


The  various  rates  in  this  report  are  based  upon  the 
AegistrarGeneral 1 s  estimate  of  the  population  for  the 
mid-year  1939* 

The  estimated  population  is  12,510  which  is  a  reduction 
on  last  year  when  the  population  was  estimated  to  be  12,620. 

The  Birth-Rate  is  lower,  being  9*99  par  1,000  aedis 
a  decrease  of  0.6  on  1938,  and  still  compares  unfavourably 
with  the  rate  for  England  and  Wales  (l5*0  per  1,000) 

The  Death-Rate  is  slightly  higher  than  last  year 
being  15.4  The  Death-Rate  in  1938  was  14*3*  It  is  still 
higher  than  the  Death  Rate  for  the  whole  Country  which  was 
12.1. 


The  Infantile  Mortality  rate  is  higher than  last  year 
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being  64  per  1,000  live  births.  This  is  an  increase 
of  13  over  last  year,  when  the  figure  was  5i*  per  1,000 
live  births.  The  figure  for  England  and  Wales  is  50 
per  1,000  live  Births. 

The  Death-Rate  from  Tuberculosis  of  the  Respiratory 
System  is  slightly  higher  than  last  year,  being  0.49  as 
against  0.47  of  last  year.  This  is  an  increase  of  0.02. 

The  deaths  from  Cancer  were  24,  as  against  31  last 
year,  being  a  reduction  of  7- 

^•he  activities  of  the  Health  Department  have  been 
necessarily  been  curtailed  owing  tc  the  outbreak  of  the  War, 
but  the  essential  services  are  functioning  fully. 

I  am  indebted  to  the  Sanitary  Inspector  and  the  Clerk 
of  the  Health  Department  for  their  help  during  the  year. 

I  wish  also  to  express  my  thanks  to  the  Chairman  and 
members  of  the  Committee,  together  with  the  Clerk  of  the 
Council  and  all  other  Officials  for  their  valuable  assis¬ 
tance  during  the  year.
